The laft Advices concer- 
ning the Siege of Turin, are , that the Enemy carry 
on their Approaches but very flowly ; that they 
make a terrible Fire on the Place, and bombard the 
old Town ; but that rhe Fire of the Befieged is Su- 
perior to that of the Befiegers , whofe Batteries have 
been often difmounted ; and that the Damage their 
Cannon and Bombs do to the Fortification is con- 
fanily repair'd in the Night. The Caftle of Afti 
defendsit felf ftill with Vigour, according to the 
laft Advices ; and the Marquis de Parella is in Pof- 
fedion of Alba, with fome Milita that be has dvawn 
her.

From the Camp before Turin, July 14. The 8th 
Inftanr in rhe Evening the Duke of Orleans arriv’d 
here 5 buc io late that he could not vific the Tren- 
ches. That Night the Befieged prepar’d to make 2 
Sallies. But faw the Troops fo well difpos'd to re- 
ceive them, thar they durft not attempt it. The 
gthin the Mornmg the Duke of Orleans vified the 
Lines of Circumvallation and Contravallation, the 
Bri ige laid over the Po, and the Redoubts on the 
Right. Inthe Afternoon be went into the Tren- 
ches, and examun’d the Saps one after another. He 
approv'd the Method that was obferv’d, to carry on 
the Works no fafter than the Miners advanc'd and 
difcover’d the Mines of the Befieged,of which there is 
agreat Number, in Order to preferve the Troops. 
He was very liberal to the Soldiers that mounted 
the Trenches that Day. The toth in the Morning 
the Befieged {prung a Mine, which had no other 
Effect than to throw down fome Gabions which had 
been fet up the Night before. The sith at Nigh: a 
Mine was {prung under the Angle of the Redoubis 
onthe Left, which blew up an intire Company of 
Grenadiers, of whom 20 fell into the Trenches, and 
the reft were buried in the Rubbifh. Our Men 
mide a Lodgment there at the fame Time, and 
took 28 Soldiers and a LieurenantCollonel that were

tothe Charge, to regain it; bur were every Time

Letters from rhe Camp before Tu- 
rin of the 20th Inftant advile, that the Befieged have 
4 Battallions pofted in {trong Intrenchments near the 
Capuchins ; and that twas believ’d the Duke de la 
Feuillade would in a few Days caufe them to be at- 
tack’d. Tho’ our Miners advance apace, our Men 
do not flatter themfelves they fhall be intirely Ma- 
fters of the Cover'd-Way before the End of the 
Month ; becaufe no Ground can be gain’d but by 
mining, and the Miners of the Befieged labour very 
diligently on their Part to oppofe ours ; and both 
Sides underftand their Bufinefs very well: So thar 
the Siege is like to laft longer than we expected, 
’Tis fome Confolation to us however, chat the De- 
fertion from the Town continues to be great ; Ico 
Deferters together come over to our Camp very 
often ; and the 14th an intire Company of Grena- 
diers deferted, and reported that all the reft would 
do the like the firft Opportunity. In the Defeat of 
two of the Duke of Savoy's Regiments, the Mar- 
-quis de Parelle one of bis beft General Officers was 
‘wounded and taken; and that Prince having but 

©1800 Horfe left, tis faid he has difmounted them, 
that he has fent the Horfes into the Alps to graze, 
with a: Man to look to every 5 Horfes ; and that he 
has arm’d 800 Barbers of the Valleys of Luzerne, 
whither he is retir’? ; but that bis Forces are in 
Rreat Want of Provifiors. We bave Advice that the 
Caftle of Afti has fubmirted, the Garrifon being o- 
blig’d to yield themfelves Prifonets at Difcretion ; 
and that the Governour, a German, is put under 
Confinement, as a Panifhment for the infolent An- 
{wer he gave when the Count d’Eftain fummon’d 
ro farrender. The Marquis de Chamarance,
